A teen-ago boy brandishing a 


st'ck or hurling stones is no 
fearsome sight. 


Multiply him by thousands, 


abandon him an dhis brethren 
to 
unscrupulous 
and 
oppor- 


tunistic leaders, and he can 
bring down go^arnments. 


In the wave of student vio- 


lence in Asia, Africa and Latin 
America, the participants' ages 
ranged from preteerio to over- 
ripe maturity. In the ma.-s they 
are not just kids on a rampage, 
but an explosive political force. 


How many of the outbursts 


are spontaneous? How *nar.y 
are provoked by legitimate stu- 
dent leaders? What impels stu- 
dents to violence? 


Stormy st'ident participation 


in politics is an okl European 
custom, transplanted as a liri- 
tage of colonial times to Asia, 
Africa and most of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


This tradition has not taken 


root extensively in the United 
States, probably because in a 
nation blessed with more fi'ee- 
dom and opportunity than the 
Old World ever, know, students 
had less time for or interest in 
politics. 


But the fevor is contagious. 


There are occasional offshoots 
of it;in the United Stales, such 
as the current incidents at the 
University of California at Ber- 
keley. 


The Old World idea — strong 


in Latin America'and prevalent 
in much of the rest of the world 
— is that the grounds of the!uni- 
versity are sacrosanct, beyond 
government authority and are 
indeed practically autonomous. 


In the prenuclear. age, when 


the world was not so com- 
pressed a package, the universi- 
ty was the training ground for 
future leaders through exposure 
to problems of political and so- 
cial justice. The tradition per- 
sists, but today it is an explo- 
sive agent in a time of intense 
global. contest. The student — 
member of the elite and a po- 
tential future leader — becomes 
a prime target of opportunities 
of right or left intent on power. 


In the intellectual violence 


around the world, there are sev- 
eral types of students involved. 


One is "the perennial stu- 


dent." Often he is a Communist, 
depletion allowance this time 
without any pictorial help.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Three 


years ago today, the chief of the 
newly crcntcd Defense Supply 
Agency beamed at reporters 
and announced his first victory 
;n a campaign to end wasteful 
niying practices by the armed 
services. 


Folding his arm* rnntnnledly 


Lt. Gen. Andrew T. McNnmnra 
said he had decreed thnt all the 
armed services should stand- 
ardize on a single belt buckle 
lesign and that it would be 
made of black coated metal. 


As It turned out, McNamara's 


victory claim was a bit prema- 
ture.

The Defense Supply Agency 


was on of Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. .McNamara's earliest 
ideas for saving millions of dol- 
lars. 


He hopes to do this by com- 


bining the purchasing of thou- 
sands of items used by all the 
services — clothing, foods, auto 
parts, and many others. The 
aim: to eliminate duplication of 
efforts, sometimes even com- 
petition among the services for 
the same thing. 


After creating DSA in late 


1961, 
the secretary appointed 


Gen. McNamara — no relative 
— to head the new agency. The 
general was once the Army's 
chief quartermaster. 


One of the first questions to 


confront the general was this 
one: Why should the services 
use different kinds of belt buck- 
les? 


Army, Navy and Air Force 


men wore gold or silver ones. 
They were less expensive than 
the metal buckles favored by 
the Marines. 


The Marine buckle was said 


to come in handy opening beer 
bottles, but it wasn't this fea- 
ture that made it more expen- 
sive. DSA said the relatively 
high cost of the Marine buckle 
was traceable to its heavy cop- 
per content. 


So Gen. McNamara stepped 


in and handed down his unifi- 
cation ruling. 


The services 
and industry 


launched research and develop- 
ment programs. 
There were 


laboratory and field tests. 


"Indications from field tests 


conducted by the services are 
that industry has been unable to 
produce an acceptable black 
buckle within reasonable cost 
limits," the supply agency told 
The AP. 


Until this impasse is resolved 


— if ever — it appears that 
Army and Navy men will con- 
tinue to wear the same buckle 
costing about 10'/2 cents each, 
airmen will support another va- 
riety costing about 13 cents and 
the Marines a third type costing 
about 35 cents.

decided to halt car-making at 
its huge plant OP. the south end 
of this city of 132,445. 


(The city was stunned. Hard 
times had bc?p few during the 
firm's 111 years in Soulh Bond, 
but on that ble«K Dec. 9 the 
city's 
unemployment 
rate 


soared from 2.1, a 10-year low, 
to a depressed-area level of !'.!. 


For Heilman, 
Studebakers 


decision was frightening. "Its 
all we know," hi1; pretty blnnc'e 
wife, Puth, said in an interview 
then. "It mains selling our rrop- 
erty, our home and starling all 
over again." 


A native of South Bend, Heil- 


man like thousands nf others- 
had spent most of his adult life 
working for Studebaker. His 
comfortable 
eight-room house 


was only four blocks from the 
plant. 


Today the plant is a symbol 


of the; city's determined efforts 
to avoid panic and meet its 
problems realistically. 


Heihtian is back at work at 


that plant in his job as an as- 
sembly-line foreman. But now 
he works for a new company, 
Kaiser Jeep Corp., one of four 
firms that moved to South Bend 
and relocated in the plant. The 
firms have hired 1,200 employes, 
most of them former Studebak- 
er workers, and more are ex- 
pected to be hired in the spring. 


"I was real happy to come 


back to my old job," Heilman 
said in a recent interview. 


"We" had no idea everything 


would turn out like this," added 
his vyifc. 


Heilman began his new work 


June 1 after a series of short- 
lived 
• jobs, 
including 
three 


months' with a railroad in Chi- 
cago. ; 


"I didn't like him living in 


Chicago by himself and me and 
the boys all alone," said Mrs. 
Heilman, "so with our savings 
I bought a small restaurant. 


"And

we bought the restaurant he got 
called;back to his old jobs." 


What started Soulh Bend back 


on the road was an energetic 
combination of civic pride and 
federal initiative. 


President Johnson, once alert- 


ed to the city's needs, set up 
a special task force to coordi- 
nate efforts "to mitigate imme- 
diate 
hardship and 
promote 


long-term economic recovery." 


The task force leased a sec- 


tion of the deserted Studebaker 
plant and set up a huge voca- 
tional training program under 
the Manpower Development and 
Training Act. Eventually 1,200 
former Studebaker workers will 
be taught, new professions and 
skills in the $281,000 program. 


To help the 3,556 former Stu- 


debaker workers over 50, proj- 
ect 
ABLE 
was undertaken. 


Aimed at convincing local em- 
ployers to hire the older work- 
ers, the program brought these 
quick results: 


Within months 717 of the over- 


50 workers had steady jobs. 


The number of persons on un- 


employment 
benefits dropped 


from 4,500 in December to 2,000 
in April. 


The unemployment rate fell 


steadily during the year. By 
Nov. 1 it was 5.9, slightly above 
the national average. 


Says Clete H. Kruyer Jr., ex- 


ecutive vice president of the 
First Bank and Trust Co., South 
Bend's largest: 


"What's happened is that ev 


erybody overrated the effects of 
Studebaker's leaving."

Fulbright 
Usually Says 
the Obvious

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


J. W. Fulbright h'ais a habit of 
making statements which rub 
against the American grain, for 
a time, and he gets criticized 
for them. 
M 


They 
are not self-righteous 


statements for he is an examin- 
er of the American conscience 
and self-consciousness, a gadfly 
on this country's view of the 
world. 


Nor are his statements origi- 


nal in the sense of 
proposing 


something new or unheard of. 
Rather, he acknowledges reali- 
'](•;!? that are not being talked 
about or justifies policies that 
exist but on a small or hesitant 
scale. 


At times he is a tart critic of 


American policy. Added togeth- 
er his statements are among the 
most thoughtful coming out of 
American public life, 
even if 


hey are not all adopted. 


Fulbright, an Arkansas Dem- 


ocrat and chairman of the Sen- 
afe's Foreign Relations-Com- 
mittee, made another talk Tues- 
day at Dallas, this time about 
building bridges to the Commu- 
nist world. 


It was not popular for him 


during the 1961 Berlin crisis to 
say the West \vas not entirely 
blameless for Soviet pressure on 
the German City. 


He said at the time: "We bear 


heavy responsibilities 
for the 


stupidities 
of 
this 
situation, 


which i.s to my shame, as it is to 
anyone in the West. Certainly it 
was not just the-fault of the 
Russians." 


The Russians then were de- 


manding permanent division of 
Germany and Allied abandon- 
ment of Berlin, they didn't get 
what they wanted and adjusted 
to the reality that they couldn't. 


The Allies 
themselves 
had 


made concessions 
to the Rus- 


sians in 1959 negotiations on 
Berlin. In short, both sides be- 
gan years ago to accommodate 
themselves to 
the realization 


that neither side can compel the 
other to submit to its will with- 
out a war which would annihi- 
late both. Their problem, then, 
is to learn to live together. 


This was the main theme of 


Fulbright's speech Tuesday. It 


was certainty not original. But 
his talk was well-reasoned and 
realistic. Jus* because it was 
realistic, it will probably bring 
him some criticism. 


He angered a number of peo- 


ple last March when he sug- 
gested, in effect, that President 
Johnson stop playing to the gal- 
lery in his handling of foreign 
affairs by yielding to the "mala- 
dy of chronic and excessive cau- 
tion." 


He said then.1 "An effective 


foreign policy is one which con- 
cerns itself more with innova- 
tion abroad than with concili- 
tion at home. It is sometimes 
necessary for leaders to do un- 
pleasant and unpopular things." 


How long will this country and 


communism have to accommo- 
date themselves to the idea 


that neither is going to disap* 
pear and both will have to live 
side by side? 


"As far into the future," Fill- 


bright said Tuesday, "as we can 
see we shall be living in a world 
of diverse and often conflicting 
interests and ideologies." 


And he added: "I do not think 


there is reason for despair in 
this state of things. Compro- 
mises often turn out to be very 
much more tolerable than they 
seem when they are being made 
and victories even more often 
turn out to be bitter disappoint- 
ments, Democracy itself is built 
on this view of human nature." 


He suggested this country try 


to build bridges to the various 
countries of communism — but 
not to Red China until some day 
its fanatics disappear 
and it 


ceases aggression and subver- 
sion 
—but he would vary the 


kind of bridges, depending on 
the particular Communist coun- 
try. 


"The building of bridges," he 


said, "means nothing more than , 
the opening of normal contacts 
and communications across a 
chasm of misunderstanding." 


This 
country 
has 
already 


done, and 
is doing,, that, al- 


though not on a feverish scale. 
So here again 
Fulbright 
was 


only stating the obvious but in a 
common sense way. 


He said it is this country's 


"crusading tendency, so noble 
in intent, so potentially destruc- 
tive in its consequences, that, we 
must guard against in our rela- 
tions 
with 
the 
Communist 


i world."

I've been in this town 30 years 
and I'm just as insecure as the 
day I arrived."

I had been telling Leland 
that I was a stage actor and 
didn't wan anything to do with 
pictures. 


"But a thousand dollars a 


week! I had just left a summer 
theater date in New York where 
I was getting $35 a week. I was 
convinced." 


After signing with Wanger, 


Fonda returned to New York to 
appear in "Farmer Takes a 
Wife." Fox borrowed him for 
the film version the following 
year and he became an instant 
star. 


His film career has had two 


interruptions, once during his 
wartime Navy service, again 
starting in 948 when he re 
turned to the stage.

Cotton remains. King in this del- 
ta land of East Arkansas. 


More than 65,000 acres of it 


are farmed almost in plantation 
style, but with modern machin- 
ery and under a complex set of 
rules of the federal goversment. 
% The government says t h e 
rules have been broken — and 
the penalties could range from 
financial slaps on the wrist to 
fines of $50,000. 


While the Agriculture Depart- 


ment is determining just how 
severely the rules were broken 
and what the penalties will be, 
a majority of the cotton pro- 
duced in St. Francis County is 
H>adlocked, so to speak, and the 
"ash flow is c o n s i d e r a b l y 
slowed. 


Simply stated, the problem is 


this: Farmers receive an acre- 
age allotment for each year's 
pjantin.qs and must abide by it 
in order to keep the supply near 
the demand. 


i The government offers a price 


guarantee to those abiding by 
the rules. Those who do not are 
Ineligible for the parity and for 
federal loans and are forced to 
sell their cotton on the open 
iriarket for the going price. 


|;They are also subject to a 


fine of 20.4 cents a pound for 
overproduced cotton. Last year 
the county produced 37.5 million 
pounds. 


The Agriculture Department 


says some 1,200 farms in the 
Bounty broke the rules. 


The farmer who may get a 


penalty hesitates to buy new 
equipment or land or make im- 
provements until he finds out 
how hard he is going to be hit. 


The federal land bank office 


in St. Louis says that at the be- 
ginning of harvest 
this fall, 


there were 217 loans outstand- 
ing, amounting to $3,615,547. 


This does not include personal 


•Dans from banks or other in- 


debtedness, on such things as 
farm machinery and improve- 
ments. 


Some f a r m e r s have com- 


plained that the checking out of 
the plantings is going so slow it 
may be next spring before all of 
the penalty s i t u a t i o n s are 
known.

Would Want 
Share of 
Bond Issue 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Wood- 


ruff County Rep. Jack Oakcs 
says if the state floats a $150 
million bond issue, he hopes it 
all won't go for h i g h w a y s , 
streets and roads. 


"If we borrow $150 million, 


then we should put $50 million 
of it into education and 
re- 


search," Oakcs said in an inter- 
view today. "This would be a 
modest figure to invest to get 
us into the competition for the 
now technical industries." 


Oakcs is chairman of the Ar- 


kansas Economic Expa n s i o n 
Study Commission, established 
by the 1903 legislature to study 
the state's economic picture. 


Gov. Orval E. Faubus is ex- 


pected to call a special legisla- 
tive session in an attempt to set 
up a $150 million bond issue, fi- 
nanced by a one cent a gallon 
increase in the gasoline tax, to 
improve roads, streets and high- 
ways. 


The entire issue, as discussed 


so far by the governor, is for 
those purposes. 


Frank Whitbeck of L i t t l e 


Rock a member of the Economic 
Study Commission, saJd "econ- 
omists I have consulted tell me 
that Arkansas could stand a 
public debt of $200 million or 
more, provided the additional 
$150 million was intelligently 
put to use in the economy on a 
well-thought out plan of action 
over a period of time." 


The $150 million' bond issue 


would bring state debt to $198 
million since about $8 million in 
highway bonds will not be paid 
out until 1972. 


Both Oakes and Whitbeck said 


a $200 million public debt should 
be in terms of total economics 
and not just for highways and 
roads alone. 


"Goals need to be set and 


priorities established" Whitbeck 
said. "And it is hoped that these 
goals and priorities .will be set 
by economic considerations and 
not by politics." 


He also had some comments 


on bond brokerage, a business 
he said is run "for the most 
part by honorable men and 
women." 


"However, 
Whitbeck s a i d , 


"if the public image is negative, 
some of the blame must go to 
the bond houses themselves for 
they have either failed to make 
their position clear to the pub- 
lic or they have entered a pub- 
litical arena when they should 
have stayed out."

Indonesia's Presi- 
dent Sukarno has vowed to 
crush Malaysia. 


U.S. Ambassador Howard P. 


Jones postponed a trip to Sura- 
baja today to survey the dam- 
age after the Ministry of Police 
informed him at the airport that 
his presence in the East Java 
port might touch off new dem- 
onstrations. 


Allan McLean U.S. consul in 


Surabaja reported two rooms of 
the library there were demol- 
ished and about 25.^per cent of 
its 16000 books were burned or 
torn up. 


Neilson said the information 


service operated the,, library and 
two mobile units in t|ie Surabaja 
area. He said the embassy was 
trying to obtain more informa- 
tion on the shutdown, order.

A renewed forward 
lurge in the final months is 
loped for but the costs of 
strikes and other production 
ilowclowns are yet to be tallied. 


Many industries are counting 
i sales totals continuing to 


mount. But many are 
finding 


hat it's taking more sales dol- 
ars these days to produce profit 
dollars than it did a few months 
)ack. That is because produc- 
ion and distribution costs con- 
inue to rise, while in most 
:ases it's been next to impossi- 
ble to raise prices. 


And the urge to expand de- 


tends to marked degree on the 
)rospects for comparable profit 
yields. The margin of profits to 
sales contracted sharply jn the 
'inal years of the 1950s and that 
did much to stem the flow of 
corporate funds into new plants 
and equipment. 


The margin has expanded in 
he last few years and this has 
done much to persuade corpo- 
•ate executives to order another 
•ound of expansion. 


This year's outlay of about 


144.6 billion is 14 per cent higher 
han the year before. Govern- 
ment estimates now put capital 
spending in the first half of 1965 
at around 8 per cent higher than 
his year.

Calls for a 
Shakeup of 
GOP Leaders

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


Robert Taft Jr. called today for 
reorganization 
of Republican 


party machinery but said he is 
not interested in becoming GOP 
national chairman. 


Taft, defeated for the Senate 


last month when Ohio went 
overwhelmingly for 
President 


Johnson, brushed aside as "ru- 
mors" reports that some party 
members seeking to oust Na- 
tional Chairman Dean Burch 
may rally behind him as a pos- 
sible replacement. 


The Ohio congressman said in 


a telephone interview he has not 
concerned himself with the mat- 
ter of the chairmanship because 
he feels it is much more impor- 
tant for Republicans to set up a 
continuing organization. 


"We should set up a contin- 


uing party organization that 
gives all power centers and or- 
ganizational units a part in poli- 
cy formation," -he said. "We 
can't get along just organizing 
the party for a presidential 
campaign every four years." 


In 
this 
connection, 
Taft 


backed a proposal unanimously 
approved by GOP governors in 
a Denver meeting last week for 
formation of a policy council on 
which they, the National Com- 
mittee, 
congressional 
leaders 


and others would be represent- 
ed. 


Burch, who faces a vote of 


confidence test at a Jan. 22-23 
National Committee 
meeting, 


has endorsed 
the 
governors' 


proposal to expand the party 
leadership. He denied, as they 
indirectly charged, that he had 
practiced as chairman any poli- 
cy of "exclusion" of party pro- 
gressives. 


A scheduled New York meet- 


ing today between Sen. Barry 
Goldwater, the defeated presi- 
dential nominee, former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon and 
former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower may produce some 
suggestions for party reorgani- 
zation. 


Taft, who did not subscribe to 


some of Goldwater's views in 
the campaign, said he thinks 
differences 
between Republi- 


cans have been exaggerated. 


"I 
think there is 
general 


agreement on the basic philos- 
ophy that there is real danger in 
continuing to build up the feder- 
al government," he said. "What 
differences there are about thai 
are a matter of degree and em 
phasis." 


But Taft said that he thinks 


there is one issue on which par- 
ty differences cannot be com- 
promised. 


"Our party must continue to 


maintain a strong position on 
civil rights," he said. "Those 
who don't like that are going to 
have to lump it."
